matter drawn to a non-elected Group. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefimte 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. 

Claim 17 is vagae and indefinite because it is not clear what "dre substrate effect 
of tested compound to ability" means. It is presumed that this means to screen a 
compound for an effect on organic anion transport.
